• The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The difference between prior art of records and the claimed invention is the 

"false" clause. As indicated in page 15, lines 12-16, of Appeal Brief, the presence of a "false" 

clause in query would, by definition, prevent any records from ever being displayed in the result table. Thus, the 
result set obtained by the user of a 'false " clause is source table independent, in contrast to the result set obtained 

by Query Qi 2 of prior art. The "false" clause, by definition, is in the form "WHERE 1 = -1" as 
specified in page 12, line 23, of the Specification, and also indicated by applicants in the 
REMARK filed on 01/21/05 (page 14, lines 14-15).
